Both theology and morality havé their’ 
places, but both change with conditions and locali- 
ties. Religion should be like the multiplication 
‘table, the same in all ages and with all races. 
Therefore for this discussion perhaps we ‘would 
better use the term spiritual force: This is really 
what America needs, rather than any abstract re- 
ligion or any man made theology, or even con- 
‘ventional morality. Only as hearts are 
we gut progremt, 
social,’ and economical problems have 
confronted people throughout the ages, but these 
}problems have differed with races and religions. 


For a while some one of these problems seems all 
important and then it becomes forgotten; but

America today does not need more man made laws 
or more material wealth, but more spiritual force.

Successful business men know that Jesus was 
absolutely right tn the principles which he ex- 
4 pounded in the sermon on the mount, while 
preachers are making excuses for this sermon, 
saying that Jesus was speaking only in parables. 
There i@ no more difficulty in interesting young 
people in pure religion than there is in interesting 
a thirsty man in water, only the religion must be 
pure and not salty. The trouble with the churches | 
is that they are trying to quench thirsty souls with 
All thinking people know not only that their 
own happiness is determined by their religious 
emotions but that religious emotions are respon- 
Sible for the world’s progress. Your studies have 
taught you that it was religious emotions which 
freed your ancestors from and ultimately 
gave us America. Your studies have taught you 
that nearly all the great industries, from agricul- 
ture to chemistry, were started in. some monastéry 
by men.anxious to be of service. When in Europe 
you do not visit buildings erected for commercial] 
purposes, nor works’ of art made for sale; but 
rather you go to Europe to see churches, paintings, 
and tapestries created by devout followers of Jesus 
Christ.

The cameramen formed a semi- 
circle in front of her and she paused, 
with a smile, to be photographed. Just

his press agent, slithered his lithe way 
past the secret service men and stood 


right next to the President’ wife. He. 


smiled a neat smile and his press agent

There is the Kaibab forest, in Ari- 
zona, for instance, a ’»>st stretch of 
woods across the canyon from 


the point where -tourists usually see. 


that wonder. The forest is an island 
of timber bounded on one side by the 
canyon and on three sides by desert. 
For the deer there is no escape from it. 


Twenty years ago there were some 
3,000 deer on this range. Regulations 
were made against shooting them. Gov- 
ernment hunters were sent to kill their 
natural enemies, the mountain lions. 
Thus were nature’s checks removed. 
The numbers of the deer grew to 
10,000, to 20,000, to 30,000, to 40,000, 
all hemmed in on this tract of land 
50 miles long and 50 miles wide.

There is the Kaibab forest, in Ari- 
zona, fér instance, a lost stretch of 
woods across the Grand canyon from 
the point where tourists usually see 
that wonder. The forest is an island 
of timber bounded on one side by the 
canyon and on three sides by desert. 
For the deer there is no escape from it. 


- Twenty years ago there were some 
3,000 deer on this range. Regulations 
were made against shooting them. Gov- 
ernment hunters were sent to kill their 
natural enemies, the mountain lions.

Manner of Holding 
Reins and Mounting 


and Dismounting

»N previous installments, the dis- 
cussion has been mainly to do 
with placing the rider in the saddie 
from a mechanical standpoint. In 

this, the fourth article, while keeping 
in mind the security, comfort, and 
grace of the rider, we will begin our 
consideration of the management of 
the horse. _—..

Practice Holding Reins. 

Detailed instruction, while the stu- 
dent is mounted, should be reduced to 
the minimum. i Instruction while at 
fast gaits should be avoided. To pro- 
tect the horse’s mouth from. the begin- 
oy heavy hands, use snaffle reins 


At first the instructor should “him- 
self see that the equipment is properly 
adjusted and should explain and dem- 
onstrate how to approach a horse, 
mount, hold the reins and dismount. 
This with leading the horse around 
with the student mounted is enough 
for the first lesson. “Make haste 
slowly.” I have found it beneficial to 
hang a bridle on a hook and have the 
student, dismounted, practice holding 
the reins, both single and double, be- 
fore attempting to mount. It is also 
an excellent precaution against acci- 
dent to have an improvised wooden 
horse for the purpose of instructing 
the beginner in the position previously 
described and in mounting and dis-

Preparatory to dismounting, place 
the right hand on the pommel, reins in 
right hand, forefinger between the 
reins and adjusted so as to feel lightly 
the horse’s mouth.

To dismount, rise 
upon the left stirrup, pass right leg, 
knee bent, over the croup. Bring right 
foot by the side of the left, left knee 
against saddle, upper body inclined 
slightly forward.

Alternative method—with reins in 
left hand, adjusted so as to feel lightly 
horse’s mouth, grasp lock of mane.

’ Slate offers an almost unlimited va- 
riety of blending tones and shading 
colors, their natural artistic effects 
being greatly enhanced by the pres- 
ent textures which the slate market 
offers. It suggests furthermore a wide 
variation as to thickness or size. The 
ends may be even or uneven, the sur- 
face.rough or smooth. Slate shingles, 
furthermof® may be trimmed to make 
a Gothic or hexagonal pattern. If 
a rustic appearance is desired the 
can be chipped at the edges. 


Advantages of Slate. 


Slate is a stone, amd a slate roof 
is therefore from a material nature 
formed; a material which needs no ada- 
mixture of other materials, of heat, 
moisture, or light, to perfect it. 


There are different kinds of slate on 
| the market so that a slate roof can be 
tf laid on a modest home without undue 
expenditure from the building budget. 
It harmonizes with any kind of wall 
construction, but is especially suited to 
homes built of brick, stone, hollow tile 
and terra cotta. 


i, A slate roof, it might be noted in 
passing, should be very carefully laid, 
for here, as in all house construction, 
quality of workmanship is as import- 
ant as material quality. In laying 
mi | slate, nails should not “be driven 
ini} home.” Holding slate too strictly in 
a 4 place through nailing can shatter it 
around the nail hole. 
Brick for the walks, stéps and ter- 
by race of this’ house would be fitting.

Applying 


Questions on 
Home Owning 
Laying of Brick Wall. 


Dear Mrs. Bargelt: 
told that if we have our brick wall 
laid “‘domino” fashion, the bricks all 
on edge and forming a series of open 
air chambers in the wall, with joints 
broken in adjoining courses, we can 
save some 30 per cent of the brick 
needed for a twelve inch wall and can 
plaster directly on the brick, thereby 
saving again in omitting lath, furring, 
and one coat of plaster. What about 
this process? Should we try it? 

Ans.—There are many builders who 
claim this is satisfactory. However, a 
damp proofing paint should be ‘sub- 
stituted for the plaster coat which is 
left off. As you gay, there is a saving 
in cost by this method of building. 


Stopping Roof from Leaking. 

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: Several years 
ago we bought a very cheap house, 
thinking we could afford to ‘‘ remod- 
el” in a year or‘so. That time has 
not yet come, and our roof, which is 
of tin, leaks badly. A number of tiny 
holos seem to be causing the trouble. 
It is more impossible for us ‘to re-roof 
now than it was when we bought the 
house, but if we can only stop the 
leaks for a time we still “‘ hope” the 
future will be brighter. 

Answer: ‘Here's hoping the same 
for you! In the meantime you can 
try applying a heayy asphaltum paint. 
Put it over the places which are caus- 
ing trouble. Give them a generous 
coat, as this is the sort of paint often 
used for waterproofing cement. After 
‘coat has thoroughly dried and 
hardened, paint’the whole roof. This 
may keep your roof “ over your heads ” 
for some time to come.

Awning for English House. 

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: What type of 
awning would you suggest for our 
English home? We want something 
” apprppriate,”’ as we are building a 
truly English cottage.’’ 

Ans.—No absolute rules can be 
given for the selection of awnings 
either from a stangipoint of color or 
style. As a general thing, Colonial 
and English homes have a softer, 
quieter, less conspicuous awning than 
the Spanish and Italian homes. Then, 
too, in these latter Mediterranean 
homes, open end awnings with orna- 
mental spears are appropriately used, 
where in English, Dutch or Colonial 
homes box end awnings with plain 
brackets or scroll arms are more fit- 
ting. It is a safe precaution, if you 
are anxious for a really arti8tic effect, 
to seek the services of a reliable awn- 
ing firm. For the home owner inex- 
perienced in awning selection, outside 
professional help would be’ valuable 
indeed. .

Get Every Bit of Use 
Attic to Basement. 


One tendency which is becoming 
more marked every year in the home 
building field is the utilization by 
architect and builder of every foot of 
space in the newly built home. If 
one goes to the expense of a basement, 


waterproofed, one finds some practical 
use for every bit of its warm dry area. 

Again, if one goes to the expense of 
installing attic space, insulated for 
warmth in winter and coolness in sum- 
mer, if one has the sort of roof which 
permits dormers and affords a large 
attic possibility, one finds that with 
small extra expense one can convert 
this extra attic area into extra room 
service. | 

There is no doubt but that a home 
owner pays full price for every cubje 
foot of space in his house. And sirice 
this payment is no longer any incon- 
siderable factor, its price estimated 
anywhere from 35 cents a cubic foot 
to 75 cents a cubic foot, or more, he 
should be quite certain that the old 
space wasting cellar and equally space. 
wasting attic are materially reduced 
in size unless he intends to use them 
for practica] qnds. 

Ways to Economize. 

One of the safest means of cutting 
down on building costs is to.cut down 
on quantities. This is more preferable 
to cutting down on quality. One does 
not need to have fewer rooms, but one 
can make the room height perhaps a 
little less, excavate the basement in 
part instead of in its entirety, and sub- 
stitute a low roof for a steeply pitched 
and expensive one. 

Of course, the question comes up as 
to storage space. 

‘“‘How can we ever get along with- 
out storage room in the basement to 
throw things into or*an attic to store 
things in?” 

There are people at the present time 
who are solving this problem by build- 
ing the garage a little larger. Loose 
boards placed on the tie beams of the 
garage roof afford space in the shape 
of a platform for many odd articles. 
And it is much less expensive to add 
space to a garage in which odds and 
ends may be stored than to finish this 
same space in the home. . 

If there is an attic, or the shape 
of the roof designed for the new house 
will permit one, through plegsing 
dormers, effectively placed, the possi- 
bilities are many. | 


Uses of Attic Varied. 


Should the’ area be large enough, 
one end of the attic may be used ex- 
clusively for storage purposes. After 
that decision has been made, the raft- 
ers and sidé walls can be sealed. Ade- 
quate insulation will go a long ways 
toward making this attic a comfofrt- 
able place to go to in all seasons. 

Since the attic windows are prob- 
ably small, the walls should be light 
Plaster on lath may be used or the 
walls may be left untreated. 

The floors may be painted, a small 
stove, or a gas or electric heater may 
be installed for supplementary heat 
on needed occasions, and a few rugs, 
books and chairs added. In this way 
an extra room may be secured, a room 
which can always be called into serv- 
ice in the modern family with a mod- 
ern home. 

It is in such ways as these, utiliz- 
ing spaces ignored by the family of 
twenty years ago, that building costs 
can be substantially lowered. If an

And if there is no need for 
any of these rooms in the new home 
some family is building, then these 
attic costs and these basement costs 
may be greatly reduced by the mate.

The new built-in storage closets 
lined with cedar wood are scarcely 


ished in plaster or other lumber. And 
the fact, which is generally recog: 
nized, that clothes moths which pro- 
duce such destructive worms, cannot 
endure the smell of the fragrant aro 
matic red cedar, adds Anestimably to 
the value of such a closet. 

The [/nited States Department of 
Agriculture conducted interesting ex- 
periments along this line and proved 
conclusively that though moths and 
woolens were placed together in cedar 
clothes closets, no eggs were laid and 
the moths died. 

e cedar clothes closets have an 
added advantage over the long popular 
cedar chests in that they answer all 
the normal purposes that the ordinary 
clothes closet serves. Suits, dresses, 
and coats can be hung without any 
crushing in being packed. Shelves and. 
drawers can also be installed in these 
closets, so that smaller articles may 
be kept here as well. 

All parts of the closet are covered 
with this red -cedar, and no varnish 
is put on the natural wood. It would, 
of course, destroy the aromatic frag- 
rance of the wood which is so neces- 
sary to the death of the moth. 

A man who is clever with tools can 
line an old closet himself with this 
red cedar. However, if he hasn’t the 
time or the talent for this sort of work 
any local lumberman can furnish the 
cedar, on order if he has not got it 
in stock, and any competent contrac- 
tor will give an estimate on What the 
cost of installing it will be. « 


INSULATION FOR 
HOUSE TRIED AND. 
FOUND TRUE BLUE 


Building insulation ts not new in 
theory. It is hundreds of years old, 
but its general use in small home con- 
struction is comparatively recent. The 
rapid increase in its employment the 
country over is the result of the tre- 
mendous satisfaction it has given 
wherever it has been tried. x 
There are many types of insulation 
on the market today, all designed to 
prevent, primarily, the passage of heat, 
to prevent the warm air in winter from 
escaping, and to keep the hot air in 
summer from getting intg the house. 
, One thing to remember fn house in- 
sulation is that since 62 per cent of the 
heat which escapes from a house goes 
upward, more insulation should be used 
in the roof or ceiling than on the side 
walls 

A large saving in fuel costs can be 
effected by thorough insulation. In a 
thoroughly insulated house one may 
have a smaller heating plant and 
smaller radiators than in a residence 
not so treated. The. use of insulation 
also diminishes the amount of fuel 
required.

Members of the Jewish faith living 
om the south side are erecting a syna- 
gogue at the northeast corner of 74th 
street and Chappel avenue. Work is 
already under way on the structure 
and the promise is made that quar- 
ters, if only temporary, will be ready 
by September for the holding of the 
high religious festivals that occur 
then.
